a wonder as tins ;—for this is over such a 
chasm, and ti it made of trice, not a bit 
of material in it that is uot of wire—tho 
covering except ! My heart almost leaped 
into my mouth, us our monstrous Dili­ 
gence rumbled over it, hut although the 
wires will quiver a little, it is as safe as 
the granite column on the shore, on which 
the wires hung. 
It is so beautiful too, 
that one is never weary of looking at it. 
It seems a. if the fairies had been lo work 
there, weaving tiny wires, to ply Idem in 
the air.
